| KING’S BODYGUARD. 


Gentlemen-at-Arms at Palace Cole. 
| brate 400th Anniversary. 

With the sole exception of the Yeo- 
men of the Guard, the Honorable 
Corps of Gentlemen-at-Arms is the 
oldest military unit in the British ser- 
vice. Raised in the first year of the 
reign of King Henry VIII. as a corps 
of fifty gentlemen, the ‘‘pensioners” 
have ever since had the proud posi- 
tion of being the sovereign’s nearest 
guard, and have a worthy record in 
peace and war. Their special duty is 
to protect the King’s person in battle. 
In the 400 years of their existence 
their services have been needed on 
several occasions. At Edgehill they 
saved the lives of Charles I, and the 
Duke of York, though the Royal 
Standard was lost, and to this day 
the standard bearer carries no stand- 
ard, in memory of the occasion. The 
fourth centenary of the corps, the 
members of which are now. selected 
from officers in the army and the ma- 
rines with distinguished war service, 
several of them having the Victoria 
Cross, wes celebreted with much cere- 
monial by a special thanksgiving and

Royal at St. James’ Palace recently.

EXHIBITS SHOWN AT SEATTLE | 


ATTRACT ATTENTION 


Visitors are Impressed with the Fact 
that Canada Occupies an Import- 
ant Place in the World of Com- 
merce—Panorami¢ Views. Depicting 
Many Scenes Characteristic of the 


Country 

Seattle.—"'The Lady of the Snows” 
is shown to be a misnomer when ap- 
plied to Canada by the bountitulness 
of her land as illustrated in the Cana- 
dian building at the  Alaska-Yukon 
Pacific exposition. ‘Lady Bountiful” 
is apparently much more appropriate, 
judging from what is to be seen in 
the building. 

Although in one of the smaller build- 
ings, the commissioners have so ar- 
ranged the exhibits and the data re- 
lating to them that the visitor cannot 
help but be impressed with the fact 
that Canada occupies an important 
place in the world of commerce, and 
supplies much of the necessities of 
life. 

Three large cases in the centre of 
the building show what the country 
produces in mineral wealth; exhibits 
of nickle, asbestos, tin, corudum and 
of the common ores, gold, silver and 
copper and lead are to be seen, Tab- 
lets inform the sightseer that 6 per 
cent. of the world’s supply of nickle 
and 90 per cent. of the supply of as- 
bestos is produced in Canada, There 
are tablets relating to every exhibit in 
the building. 

At the farther end of the building 
from the entrance is a large panorama 
depicting scenes characteristic of the 
country, from a farm scene to forestry 
and mining. In the foreground are 
numerous wild animals, conveying an 
idea of the sport that is to be had and 
also of the value of the fur trade for 
which the Dominion has been noted 
since the days of the pioneer trappers. 

Along the sides of the building are 
other booths showing Canada’s pro- 
ducts and activities. In one of these 
is a mountain and river scene, with 
living beavers in the foreground, This 
exhibit lends color to the impression 
that every living thing in Canada is 
busy, and recalls the phrase “busy as 
hbeavers.”’ In the same booth is the 
display of wood pulp and the pro- 
cesses through which it must go before 
heing turned into newspaperematerial. 

Relating to Canada are the exhibits 
of the Grand Trunk and Canadian Pa- 
cifie railways. As their lines tap 
mostly Canadian territory, naturally 
they display protuets and photographs 
of scenes in that country. The Grand 
Trunk has a neat little building near 
the Dominion building, and the Can- 
adian Pacitie has dalf of one side in 
the agricultural building. The wood- 
work is of native mahogany and bird's 
eye maple, which makes a very at- 
tractive front. 

Probably the first exclamation of 
every visitor to the world’s fair has 
heen of astonishment at the beauty of 
the grounds and the natural scenery 
“Most benutifol’ has this exnosition 
rightly been enlled, and with the com. 
pleteness of its exhibits it will re- 
main in exposition history for years as 
one of the leaders. Winnipeg will 
have to work hard to rival the world’s 
fair in Seattle. 

Canada is to play an important part 
at the exposition at the time of the 
live stock show here in September. 
Blooded stock from many Canadian 
ranches will be on exhibition, and as- 
iations of Canada have put up 
prizes of medals, cups and cash,

lines, buildings, ete. One of the 
smaller forest reserves — that known 
as “The Pines,” situated near Prince 
Albert, Sask.—has already been map- 
ped, and the map of the Riding moun- 
tain forest reserve, in northwestern 
Manitoba, is now in preparation. As 
surveys of the forest reserves and 
other forested districts are completed, 
maps of these will be prepared and 
added to the atlas. It is hoped that 
the general scheme of indicating in- 
formation, such as the different colors 
for stands of timber of various densi- 
ties, and the other special signs 
adopted by the forest service of the 
Dominion may be put into general 
use throughout Canada, so that forest 
maps, may be uniform in plan and 
may be casily compared, 


Czar’s Pursuit After a Manitoba Man 

Winnipeg.—The famous legal case 
in which the Czar of Russia sought to 
recover through the Canadian courts 
at least a portion of the large sums 
stolen by Ivan Proskowreakopf, a de- 
faulting official who had been — in 
charge of the administration of a 
trans-Caucasian province, has at last 
been settled by a mutual agreement 
after nearly two years of litigation 
and an appeal to the supreme court. 

Proskowreakopf absconded — and 
made his way to Canada via Japan, 
bringing with him a large amount of 
money, whieh he afterwards invested 
in Winnipeg real estate and western 
lands, and also purchased a stock of 
Oriental goods, preparatory to opening 
a business here, Later he was joined 
by Ana Zeman, supposed to be his 
wife, who was regarded by the police 
as a dangerous and uncompromising 
nihilist. 


Indians Sell 10,000 Acres 

Calgary.—The consummation of a 
deal with the Indians on the Hob- 
hema reserve, a few miles northeast 
of Ponoka, came a few days ago after 
negotiations that have been pending 
for years between the Dominion gov- 
ernment and the Indians, 

By this deal the Indians relinauish 
their right to 10,000 acres of land, 
which it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to sell by auction. 

Dr. MeDougall has bee,,..-eting for 
the department in making the deal, 
and says that a preliminary payment 
of $11,000 has already been made to 
the Indians, and they will receive 
more after the sale. 

Surveyors have been put to work 
on the reservation, and ag soon as 
their work is completed and a valua- 
tion made, the sale will be announced. 


Winter Wheat Reports 

Lethbridge.—Reports on winter 
wheat differ in. different localities 
What there is is growing nicely 
some of the more advanced is coming 
out in head, Most of it is thrifty and 
strong, Frequent showers have done 
good, but the heavy rains will be of 
great benefit. A conservative esti- 
mate is that winter wheat will give 
an increase of about 60 per cent. over 
last year, 

Stettler.—About one-third of the 
erop of winter wheat in this district 
has turned up good, In places where 
the erop was surrounded by brush the 
results have been best. Many farmers 
have resown the crop with spring 
wheat, and obtained good results. 


Fine for Uncle Sam 

Toronto.—"Divided — jurisdiction in 
the conduet of fish and game matters 
curing the past year has resulted in a 
destructive infraction of the laws of 
nature and common. sense,” is the 
comment of Edward Tinsley, sunerin- 
tendent of the Ontario game and fish- 
eries department, in a report.

Provinces than Last Year , 

Ottawa.—The census and _ statistics 


office has just issued a report on the | 


crop and live stock of Canada as re- 
ported at date of June 15. Jn all parts 
of Canada farm operations have been 
delayed this year, The months of 
April and May were cold and wet and 
farmers were able to get on to the 
land late and at intervals. Where fall 
wheat had been sown it suffered in- 
jury from hard frosts, and spring 
operations on the land have been two 
to three weeks later thn usual. Yet 
the reports from all the provinces are 
very satisfactory. Grain crops and 
grasses are growing thriftily, and ex- 


cept in some localities of the Maritime | 


provinces, where the rainfall has been 
light, there is promise of an excellent 
harvest. 

Wheat, the great staple crop of the 
country, has a reported area of 7,750,- 
400 acres, which is 1,140,000 acres more 
than last year. In the Maritime prov- 
inces and Quebee there is little change, 
but in Ontario the area 
106,000 acres, of Which 88,300 is in fall 
wheat. Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta show an area of 6,878,000 acres, 
being 1,254,000 acres more than last 
year, The condition of fall wheat at 
15th of June was 82.15, and of spring 
wheat 92.15 per cent. of the standard 
for a full crop, 

The area of oats in the Dominion is 
9,302,000 acres, which is 1,361,000 neres 
more than last year, and its condition 
is reported as 92.31 per cent. 

Barley, the cereal crop next in im- 
portance, has a total area of 1,864,900 
acres, or 119,200 acres more han last 
year, and its condition is 91.40 per 
cent. 

The provinee showing the largest 
area of oats is Ontario, with 3,142,200 


acres, and also the largest area of hay | 
Que- | 


and clover, with 3 000 acres 
hee is next highest in hay and clover, 
with 2.925.000 acres, This province has 
also 1,574,000 acres in oats. Saskateh-

In three maritime provinees — the 
total area in oats is 529.000 acres. At 
the end of June, 1906, there were 122,-

entered, less all cancellations, — in 
ereased the number to 190,234, or by 
10,853,760 acres, 

In Manitoba the net increase of the 
two and one-half years was 44,395, in 
Saskatchewan 41,423, and in Alberta

The “larg®inereases in Saskatcho. 
wan have been in the regions south of 
the main line of the Canadian Pacifie 
railway and in’ the western and 
northern districts.

If Paul passed through Tarsus on 
his way to Derbe and Lystra, the rec-

ord does not speak of his preaching 


there. He seems to have pressed on 
to Derbe, his farthest point on his first 
tour, and then to Lystra, where he had 
been stoned to death. From thence he 
took Timothy, who had known the 
Scriptures from his childhood, having 
been well taught both by his mother 
and bis grandmother (II Tim. , 5; fit 
15); he had possibly witnessed the 
stoning of Paul and his return to life, 
and it may have led to bis conversion 
or to a more decided stand for Christ 
‘aul calls him “my own son in the 
faith” (1 Tim, 1, 2), as if he had been 
the Instrument in leading him te 
Christ. On the principle of I Cor, ix 
20, Paul had him cireumeised for the 
sake of winning the circumcised te 
Christ, but not that he for one moment 
thought circumcision essential to sal 
vation (Gal, v, 6; vi, 15). 1 have never 
been able to understand why twenty 
two years ago the Lord led me into a 
church using a liturgy and asked me 
to submit to wearing a gown unless 
Ne did so that He might thus reach 
some with the simplicity or tne xos- 
pel and the glorious truths of the king- 
dom and the second coming of Christ 
who might not otherwise have been 
reuched. His service is perfect free: 
dom, and we ought to be willing to 
submit to anything, anywhere, any- 
how, if only He can thus be glorified. 
As they passed from place to place 
the believers were more firmly estab- 
lished (by the word preached, no 
doubt, and the number of them in- 
creased, the Lord manifestly working 
with them, With a map of Asia Mi- 
nor, which fs necessary in this study, 
one can see that, having passed well 
through the provinces to the west, 
they were forbidden, at that time, to

name, There came a time when Paul 
wrote, “Only Luke is with me" (II Tim, 
fv, 11). Note that they were called to 
preach the gospel, not to establish 
schools, as one has said, To teach the 
uneducated to read, that they may be 
able to read the Bible and to instruct 
them thut they may instruet others in 
that which is essential, seems to be all 
right, but some are learning that edu- 
eation without Christ only makes more 
clever heathen or unbelievers. Our 
commission is to proclaim the good 
news of God concerning His Son that 
through Him souls may be saved.

“WT was only 23.7 bushels per acre. 
Many of the best farmers are able to 
obtain an average yleld of sixty to 
seventy bushels per acre year after 
yeur, There is no secret in their 
methods, They are simple enough to 
be applied to every farm in the corn 
belt. There is no reason why the 
average yleld per acre should pot be 


fifty bushels or more instead of less 
than half that, as at present, 


In prepuring to raise a maximum 
crop of corn there are two main fac- 
tors to be considered—the soil and the 
seed, Of these two the first is prob-

ably the more tmpertant. We have 
already learned bow the plant obtains 
food and water from the soil. The 
first step in preparing the soil for a 
corn crop, then, is to see that there ts 
nu plentiful supply of plant food on 
hand. This we can do by using barn- 
yard manure liberally and by follow- 
Ing a consistent system of rotation 
that will equalize the demands made 
on the soil and keep up the supply of 
nitrogen and humus. 

The next point fs to see that the soil 
is in such condition that the roots 
will have little dithculty in branching 
out to secure the needed plant’ food 
and water, Thorough plowing, disk- 
ing and harrowing will make the soil 


fine and mellow, so that the roots 
will bave little trouble in obtaining 


all the plant food they can use, pro- 
vided it Is there at all. 

The water supply can be regulated 
to a considerable extent by tile drain- 
age and by keeping the surface loose 
to check evaporation, The tempera- 
ture of the soil is olsq nn important 
fetid in Tusteawes: ao. ¢saation anu 
early growth, Drainage, cultivation 
and the maintenance of a_ plentiful 
supply of humus will aid greatly in 
securing a warm seed bed by planting 


time, 
With a warm, well prepared sof) 
containing  sufliclent quantities of 


plant food and water the next ques- 
tion that comes up is regarding the 
kind of seed to put into that soil, Al- 
most any kind of seed will grow and 
produce a fair crop under favorable 
conditions, What we are after, how- 
ever, is not a fair crop, but an extra 
gocd one, 

The seed of different strains of corn 
varies greatly in its ability to produce 
yields, In the spring of 1905 the lowa 
experiment station gathered seed from 
nearly a hundred different sources and 
nlunted it on the station grounds. Un- 
der conditions that were as nearly 
alike as it was possible to make them 
the ylelds from the different: strains 
varied from thirty-one to eighty bush- 
els per acre. This variation shows 
that a large share of the improvement 
in corn production must come through 
the breeding of bish yielding strains, 

It is not safe to ship in seed corn 
from n distance. Corn is very sensi- 
tive to cha in climate and soil. To 
obtain the best results the work of 


sbreeding must be dene for each local- 


ity and to some extent fer each farm. 

A method of improving seed corn 
that will surely result in some im. 
provement and one that has simplicity 
to recommend it is that of selecting a 
number of the best ears each year and 
planting them in a field by themselves 
or in one corner of the matin field. By 
selecting the best ears from this breed- 
ing plot each year to plant next year's 


breeding plot and using the rest of 
the gocd ears to plant in the main 


field some improvement can be effect- 
ed. The weak point in this plan, how- 
ever, is that the yielding power of an 
ear cannot be told from its uppear- 
ance, Neither is it possible to prevent 
{nbreeding by such a method. 

To avoid these difficulties the “indi- 
vidual ear” plot has been devised. This 
should preferably be at least forty 
rods from the penrest cornfield, Where 
this Is impossible a strip along the 
south side of a fleld of the same vart- 
ety may be used, As the prevailing 
July and August winds are from the 
south, very little pollen ‘from the main 
field will blow over on the breeding 
plot, 

Each row in the individual ear plot 
!s to be planted with the kernels from 
a single ear, <As any fair sized ear 
will plant a row forty rods long, this 
is a convenient length for the plot. 
Select from 50 to 100 of the best ears 


you can tind among your seed corn 
and plant them in as many rows 
across the plot, The work can be 


done with a planter if care is taken 
to clean the seed boxes out thorough: 
ly each time across. The cultivation 
given to the plot should be the same 


The time for spectal treatment’ 
vomes when the tassels begin to up- 
peur. We have already learned that 
Inbreeding {is weakening and that 
cross fertilization develops strength 
nnd vitality. In order to prevent in- 
breeding in the individual ear plot 
the tassels on every alternate row 
should be pulled out as soon as they 
appear. In order that these may be 
removed before they shed any pollen 
it will be necessary to go over the 
field every other day for a week after 
the first tassels start. At the same 
time any tassels from weak, barren or 
spindling stalks in the other rows 
should be removed, In this way only 
pollen from healthy, vigorous stalks 
is allowed to mature, Thus the ears 
on the detasseled rows, being cross 
fertilized and having only strong, 
healthy male parents, have a mucb 
better chance of producing large 
yields when planted than would ears. 
picked from the general field. 

The most important point, however, 
is the selection of high yielding 
strains that is made possible by hav- 
ing the ears planted in individual 
rows. When harvesting time comes 
the produce of each row should be 
husked separately and weighed. It 
will be found that there is a great 
difference in yield. The highest yield- 
ing rows, provided the corn is of 
good quality, should furnish seed for 
next year’s breeding plot. The rest 
of the good seed ears from the detas- 
seled rows should be planted in a 
small field, known as the “multiplying 
plot.” The best of the seed from this 
multiplying plot can be used to plant 
the general tields and for sale. 

By continuing this breeding process 
from year to year a strain of corn 
may be built up that will far outyield 
the ordinary corn of the neighborhood. 
In addition to the Increase in yield 
which will result on your own farm, & 
trade in seed corn may be built up 
that will add materially to the year’s 
profits. There are many variations in 
the plan of breeding here outlined, but 
the essential point in all of them is to 
select the best yielding individual 
ears and to prevent cross pollination 
as much as possible, 

After the seed corn has been picked 
it should be stored in such a manner 
thre ‘fl pass through the winter 
wutijurcue Tha hints In regard to seer 
storage as given in article No, 6 should 
be followed. 

Some time toward the close of win- 
ter the corn should be tested. For a 
preliminary test a hundred kernels 
may be taken from as many ears In 
different parts of the room. If the 
corn has exceptionally strong vitality 
the kernels may all germinate. Ip 
case some of the kernels fail to grow 
or any considerable number show 
weak sprouts each ear should be test- 
ed separately in order that the weak 
ones may be discarded. The method 
of making this test has been described 
so many times in agricultural papers 
and bulletins that it will be unneces- 
sary to give it in detail here, It sim- 
ply consists in placing several kernels 
from each ear in a corresponding 
square in the germinating box, In this 
way the vitality of each ear may be 
readily determined. 

Shortly before planting time the 
ears should be shelled and run through. 
a seed corn grader to take out the butt 
and tip kernels and divide the rest 
Into even grades. The next step is to 
block up the planter and run through 
a sample of each grade, changing 
plates until a set is found that will 
drop the required number of kernels 
practically every time. If this is done 
und well tested seed used a good 
stand will almost certainly result.

thun an inch or two, so much the bet- 
ter, Since the plant’ cannot begin to 
digest and use the plant food of the 
soll and alr until it bas unfolded its 
leaves it is plain that the less soil it 
has to push through before it can 
spread out its leaves and get to work 
the sooner it will commence to grow, 
Deep planted seeds often so nearly 
exhaust the plant food in the endo- 
sperm before they reach the surface 
that they are never able to develop 
into strong, healthy plants. 

After planting the aim should be to 
keep the soll In the same fine tilth It 
was in at planting time In order to 
provide large feeding ground for the 
roots and prevent the escape of capil- 
larv moisture.

Never 
before bid any known traveler at- 
tempted to exploit a course amid the 
eternal sen of shifting sand hills from 
river to river. The tale of that little,
